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Henry Arnold and Miss Claudia 
Mctwin Are Rushed to

TOLD GIRL HE LOVED HER 


100 MUCH TO GIVE HER Ur 


Arnold Threatened to Kill Miss 
McEwin Over a Week Ago. 
After Shooting at Her Twice, 
and Believing Her Dead, He 
Turned Pistol on Self and In- 
flicted Probably Fatal Wound. 


Mad with jealousy when his sweet- 
heart, Miss Claudia McEwin, of 798 
Matictta street, refused to go to the 
house with him, and said that 
they must part, Henry J. Arnold, of 8 
Boss avenue, last night, a few min- 
utes after 7 o'clock, on Means street, 
mear the girl's home, shot her twice 
and attempted to kill himself. 

The first bullet he fired struck: his 
Bweetheart in the throat, infircting 
only a flesh wound. As she turned to 
run, he fired again, a corset steel this 
time saving her life. 

Turns Pistol on Self. 

There were two more cartridges in 
his pistol, but thinking that he had 
killed the girl, he turned the pistol on 
himself. His aim was bad and the 
bullet went over the heart, but pene- 
trated the lung, coming out in the 
back, 8 that he is in a very critical 
condition, 

The Grady hospital ambulance made 
@ record run to the scene of the shoot- 
ing. and found Arnold on the side- 
walk on Marietta stree', near Means 
street, not many feet from where he 
had shot himself. He was in great 
pain’and very weak. Miss McEwin 
had gone tv her home after picking 


-<o@fereelf up ad finding that ‘she~was" 
. @trong enough to walk. She was found 


there, waiting for:the physicians. 

The shooting occurred not far from 
the home of both principals. Miss Mc- 
Ewin had started for a grocery store, 
several doors from her house, when 
she met Artold. who had come from 
his work in the National Furniture 
Factory. 

Refused an Invitation. 

“He asked me to go to the opera 
house with him,” she said, “but I told 
him that I oould not, and that we 
must not go together any longer. We 
cant get along together, s» I thought 
Mt would be best to stop, and told 
him so. 

“He got very mad and’ told me that 
if I d@id not go with him =I 
conld not go with anybodv else, and 
that he loved me too much to give me 
up. I wouldn't Hsten to him, so he 
pulled his pistoi out of his hip pocket 
and shot me. 

“As soon as he fired TI gurned to 
fun, and he Sred again. A corset steel 
turned the bullet, but my clothes were 
burned clear through to my skin. He 
then tried to kill himself. He threat- 
ened to kill me last week, but I never 
paid any attention to it, and never 
told anybody. We have been going 
together about two years.” 

lived Here Eight Years. 

Miss McEwin also stated that she 
had come here with her family about 
eight years ago and had lived here 
ever since. She is 19 years old. 

Arnold admitted the shooting, but 
was too weak to attempt any state-

@8 years old and lives with his fam-

sister’s home, expecting to encounter 
that sister, whom Miss Crockett sus- 
pected of an attempt’to play a prac- 
tical joke, she met instead a man who 
deluged her face, meck and clothing 


the fumes of the anesthetic and the 
natural fright, Miss Crockett became 
unconscious a moment after she re- 
turned to the hail and screamed for 
help. 

~ Miss Crockett’s home is in Carroll- 
ton, and she is visiting her sister, Mrs. 
G. W. WaHace, in Albany. Mrs. Wal- 
lace left the heuse for a moment to 
get a bill changed at a neighbor's, 
Miss Crockett remaining in the house. 
Hearing a noise on the back porch, the 
young lady decided that her sister was 
trying to frighten her, just for a joke. 
So sure was she that Mrs. Wallace 
was on the back porch that Miss 
Crockett did not hesitate to throw 
open the door suddenly and run out, 
determined to take her sister by sur- 
prise. 

Woman Deluged With Chloroform. 

But instead of Mrs. Wallace, the 
young woman encountered a man, who 
jumped from behind a refrigerator and 
pulled something from his pocket. Be- 
fore Miss Crockett had time to even 
guess what: he was about, the man 
dashed a quantity of some liquid stuff 
in her face. More of the liquid fol- 
lowed, deluging the astonished young 
woman's neck and waist. The pungent 
odor almost prostrated her, but she 
had the presence of mind to run into 
the hall and scream for he?p. 

A moment later, when Mrs. Wallace 
entered through the front door, she 
found Miss Crockett prone on the floor 
and in an unconscious condition. The 
house was filled with the fumes of 
chloroform, and an examination 
showed that Miss Crockett’s hair and 
light waist were saturated with it. 

An officer was called in, and a dilj- 
gent search was made for the man, but 
he could not be found. Miss Crockett 
is still suffering from the effects of 
her thrilling experience, but no perma- 
nent ill effects are lookéd for. 


“A ¥ SHOT WIFE 
ND KILLED HIMSELF 


Coudergport, Pa., June 5.—Chester 
Clark, awed 42 years, shot and fatally 
wounded his wife, Linda,‘ aged 29 years, 
and then committed suicide at the 
woman's home at Roulette, near here, 
on Saturday night. “Mrs. Clark sur- 
vived her husband only a few hours. 
The murder and suicide was not dis- 
covered until early today. 

Clark and his wife had not lived to- 
gether for several months. He went 
to her home Saturday night and en- 
deavored to persuade her to return and 
live with him.’ When she refused he 
fired two bullets into her body. As 
the woman fell to the floor Clark 
placed the muzzie of the weapon to his 
head and blew his brains out.

GREATLY ABUSED 
Existence of State Guard. Threat- 
ened by This Kind of Work

Officers’ Association of Nation- 
al Guard Points Out That 
the Militia Is Not Given the 
Protection of the Law Which 
Should Be Accorded to It. 


That officers and enlisted men of 
the national guard who go out on 
riot duty under existing conditions all 
but. put the hangman's noose about 
their necks, and that unless something 
radical in the way of legislation. to 
remedy this defect is done within the 
near future, the nationa) guard of 
Georgia will become almost a thing 
of the past, is the sentiment of the 
Officers’ Association of the National 
Guard of Georgia, which held its reg- 
ular annual meeting at the Auditor- 
ium yesterday morning. 

Call for Troops Abused. 

It was also the sentiment of the 
meeting that the civil authorities of 
many counties throughout the state 
are abusing the privilege of calling 
out the national guard, often asking 
for ang getting the militia because 
the civil officers do not care to 
shoulder the responsibility and to in- 
cur the animosity of their constitu- 
ents by protecting prisoners. 

It was shown that in many cases 
the militia is called out when there 
is no real danger; in many other 
cases when the sheriff and his depu- 
ties could keep the prisoner safe were 
they so fnclined, and that it practi- 
cally always happens that the civil 
officers shift the entire responsibility 
of the situation upon the national 
guard officers, once they have ar- 
rived on the scene. 

In the opinion of the officers of the 
national] guard of the state, all of 
this would not be a matter of such 
seriousness were it not for the fact 
that, under the law the national 
guardsman has not the protection at 
law which he has a right to expect. 
It was shown that when an officer in 
command of a@ body of troops takes 
extreme measures to protect a pris- 
oner, he knows that he is doing it 
at his own peril, that he may be ar- 
raigned in court charged with murder, 
and that practically the only safe- 
guard the state offers him is the serv- 
ices of the solicitor genera] free of 
charge and the guarantee of a change 
of venue. : 

Drive Men From Service. 

These conditions, it was shown, are 
not only calculated to drive many 
men and officers from the national 
guard organizations, but to deter 
many others from entering the serv- 
ice. 

An attempt will be made at the 
coming session of the legislature to 
have some law enacted which will 
change these conditions. 

Many of the officers of the state 
favor a law which provides that in 
every instance In which the national 
guard is called out, the governor 
shall declare the town or country to 
which the guard goes, under martial 
law, thus making the military su- 
preme in the conduct of the situation, 
and the men answerable first to the 
military authorities, which would pre- 
vent their being tried by a civil court 
after being acquitted by a@ military 
court. Z 

A strong committee has been ap- 
pointed to look into this matter im- 
mediately, frame a bill which will 
come nearest solving the problem, and 
report as soon as possible to the exe- 
cutive committee of the organization 
which will decide whether or not the 
bill will be sent to the legislature. 
The officers feel that this is the most 
vital issue now confronting the na- 
tional guard of the state, and are 
equally certain that unless existing 
conditions are remedied they will 
eventually spell the ruin of the Geor- 
gia national guard. 

Greater Appropriation. 

Another question taken up by the 
association was an increased appro- 
priation for the maintenance of the 
militia during the year. It was shown 
that the U. S. army authorities rank 
the national guard forces of Georgia 
first among those of the southern 
states and yet in spite of this fact 
the state annually contributes not only 


eon sreuneee eek. 


vastly less toward its support than 
do any of her sister states, but ac- 
tually less than one-half of what it 
really takes to maintain the organi- 
zation. The remainder comes from 
the men and officers who are giving 
to’ the state their services free. 

Quite a number of other matters of 
importance were also brought up and 
discussed. It was decided to send 
today to the Georgia congressmen and 
senators and to the two committees 
on military affairs in congress tele- 
rams indorsing: the pay bill for the 
militia which is now before congress. 

Maj. Claude Smith, of Atlanta, was 
elected president of the association 
for the coming year and Capt. M. J. 
Daniels, of Griffin, was re-elected to 
the office of secretary-treasurer.

Declared He Would Go With 


“Commission Crowd” if the 
Council Did Not Allow Proper 
Time for Consideration of the 
Resolution. 


= have been against commission 
government, but if this council adopts 
a&@ measure to rush through a charter 
amendment to increase taxes I will 
be like the Catholic who was asked 
to give too much money to his church 
and who replied, ‘I wil] join the Bap- 
tists ang go to hell‘first.’ I will go 
with the commission crowd and g0 
td hell with them if this matter is 
not properly considered py a commit- 


tee.”’ 

So declared Alderman John W. Grant 
in a meeting of the general council 
yesterday afternoon when a resvlu- 
tion to increase taxes by a vote of 
the people was under consideration, 
and when an attempt was made to 
pass it immediately without referring 
to a committee. The resolution precipi- 
tated a discussion which Involveg some 
of the features of commission govern- 
ment and which resulted in Alderman 
Grant making the remark quoted 
above. 

The resolution that caused such a 
ferment was by Councilman Steve R. 
Johnston, as follows: 

What Caused the Debate. 

“1. That the general assembly of 
Georgia, at its approaching session, 
be and they are hereby reqnested to 
amend.the charter of the city of At- 
lanta by adding to the present char- 
ter limit on taxation of $1.25 per hun- 
dred a further amount of tive mills and 
tne proceeds thereof to be exclusively 
applied and set apart to the depart- 
ment of schools and to be used in that 
department for its maintenance, opera- 
tion, extension and such other ex- 
penses as properly appertain to said 
department. Provided, however, that 
said amendment shall provide: that 
before the additional tax shall become 
operative “that same shall be sub- 
mitted to qa vote of the people by’ way 
of referendum at the regular election 
to be held on the first Wednesday in 
December, 1911, and if the majority 
of the voters in said election vote for 
saiq increase then, and in that event, 
same shall become effective and the 
taxation of all property, real and per- 
sonal, shall be increaseg to the ex- 
tent of said five mills.”’ 

A motion was made to table the reso- 
lution and the vote .stoodg thirteen to 
thirteen. The mayor pro tem voted 
not to lay on the table. 

There was more discussion in which 
Alderman Grant said that the pres- 
ent administration hag been elected 
on a promise to the people that there 
would be no increase of taxes and 
then he told his story about what 
he might do. pat oe 

Councilman, Johnston, who introduc- 
ed. the, resolution, agreed to have it 
referreg to the tax committee and this 
settled the matter and saved Alder- 
man Grant from his flop over to com- 
mission government and from his 
proposed trip to a remote and warmer 
region.

FOR COMMISSION 


Majoly of 829 Out of Total 
Vole of 3,612 


Sharply-Drawn Fight Between 
Machine and Business and 
Working Men, and Machine 
Was Beaten--Every Ward Ex- 
cept Two for Commission.

Mobile, Ala., June 5.—By a majority 
of 829 out of a total vote of 3,612 the 
city of Mobile today adopted the com- 
mission form of. government. The 
campaign which has been carried on 
for the past three weeks, has been one 
of the most warmly contested of any 
in the history of the city, and toward 
the last aroused much bitterness. 

It was a sharply drawn contest be- 
tween the political machine which has 
ruled the city’ for years, and the busi- 
ness, professional and working men 
of the cit¥, and a feature was the 
direct interest taken by . the most 
prominent men, many of. whom acted as 
watchers at the polling places. 

With two exceptions every ward 
gave a substantial majority in favor 
of the commission form of government, 
and in the two wards that were car- 
ried by the machine the majorities 
were’ light. 

An immense parade formed imme- 
diately following the publication of 
extras by both daily papers, partic- 
ipated in by several thousand, which 
marched through the business section 
of the city, the marchers cheering and 
discharging ntreworks. ° 

Thousands lined the streets as the 
parade passed by and gave an ovation 
to the men who had been prominent 
in the fight. Congratulatory telegrams 
have been received from the mayors of 
Birmingham, Houston and Dallas, and 
from prominent editors and advocates 
of commission government all over 
the south.

At Gathering at the New Kim- 
ball Subcommittee Will Be 
Appointed to Investigate the 
Systems of Government in 
Other Cities. 


The opening gun in Atlanta’s cam- 
paign for commission government will 
be fired at 11 o'clock this morning 
when a committee of 100 representa- 
tive citizens gather at the ball room 
of the New Kimball to devise ways 
and means of prosecuting the cam- 
paign. 

From this gathering of citizens a 
committee will be appointeg to exam- 
ine the commission governments now in 
vogue in the southern cities, and to 
report at the earliest possible mo- 
ment on what they belleve the most 
feasible -form for Atlanta. 

Will Avoid Weak Spots. 

The committee will be requested to 
embody in their recommendation all 
that is best in alj the forms investi- 
gated and to attempt to so formulate 
their form as to avoid the weak 
spots in’ the others. With this report 
made and adopted, a campaign for its 
adoption either as it stands or with 
necessary modifications, will in all 
probability be inaugurated without 
loss of time. 

Business men of the city, profes- 
sional men, and men in every walk 
and condition of life have become in- 
terested in this matter as they have 
in few things which have come up 
for years past: On every hand the 
advisability of Atlanta’s having ¢com- 
mission government is being discus- 
sed and in the opinion of many of 
the city’s best posted men, Atlanta 
is today overwhelmingly in favor of 
commission government. In fact, 
many conservative citizens bélieve 
that the commission form would be 
carried even now by at least 4 to 1. 

Freg J. Paxon, president of the 
chamber of commerce, who took the 
initiative in this matter last week, an- 
nounced Monday that the members of 
the committee which is to gather at 
the Kimball this morning, will not be 
notified personally, as he deems the 
publication of the committee's person- 
nel sufficient notification for all con- 
cerned. 

The meeting will be called to order 
promptiy at il o'clock and it is ex- 
pected that it will not hold very 
long. The committee, it is planned, 
while composed of the strongest men 
the city can boast, wi; ve small, in 
order that it may work rapidly.

TO CITY CHARTER 


Important Steps Taken By Gen- 
eral Council, following 
Committee Report 


PROVIDES FOR APPEAL, = 
AND BETTER RETURKS

Committee Believes That New 
System of Taxation Will Be 
Far More Satisfactory Both 
to the Citizens and to the 
City---Radical Changes in Tax 
Laws Made by Amendnients. 


Important action was taken by coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon to secure 
amendments to the city charter giving 
Atlanta the right to revise its tax 
laws so as to equalize taxes, secure | 
better returns from taxes on personal 
property, and to provide for an ap- 
peal from assessments. by the tax as- 
sessors. 

The matter came up on a report from 
the tax committee in a lengthy state- 
ment, and two resolutions for a char- 
ter amendment. 

The action of council is considered a 
victory for Councilman McClelland, who 
strongly advocated a change in the 
city’s tax laws. He made a stubborn 
fight, and the action taken by the tax 
committee, while it did not cover in 
full his- ordinance, included its salient 
features, together: with those in arn 
ordinance introduced by Alderman 
Candler. 7 

Gave Careful Consideration. 

In its report the tax committee said 
that it had carefully considered all 
resolutions and ordinances for the bet- 
terment of the tax system of the city, 
and that it had considered the method 
It wag stated 
that the city charter in the matter of 
taxes followed the system and method 
provided by the state constitution, and 


‘tion must be at a fair market value. 
The committee stated that there had 
never heen a pretended compliance 
with either the charter or the ordi- 
nances of the city, but it had been the 
purpose of the city to assess all prop- 
erty at 60 per cent. 

. In the report the committee further 
states that it is immaterial to the tax- 
payer what the basis of assessment is, 
or what the rate of taxation is, pro- 
vided the same basis and rate is appli- 
cable to every other taxpayer. The 
committee pointed out that the cities 
of Georgia are paying a much larger 
proportion of the taxes than they 
should... It further pointed out that be- 
cause of a 60 per cent assessment on 
real estate the taxpayer has not hesi- 
tated either to make a low estimate of. 
personal property or none at all. 

The committee recommended that one 
means of improving the conditions 
would be to amend the city charter so 
as to require the assessors to assess all 
the real property and to specifically ex- 
amine the returns of personal property. 
The committee stated that a very great 
inequality existed in the present tax 
assessment. It thought that the as- 
sessors should be given more time to 
make assessments. 

Large Increase This Year. 

The committee claimed that under in- 
structions there had been for this 
year a large increase in personal tax 
returns, and it called for a more rigid 
enforcement of the laws in regard to 
personal taxation. 

The committee went into detail] and 
pointed out how the assessments on.

real estate could be improved by an 
accurate map of the city. It recom- 
mended that the assessors prepare a 
new set*of questions to be propounded 
in the tax office so that more honest 
return of personal property can be 
secured, and declared that all the re- 
turns should be carefully examined. 

The committee stated that the as- 
.Bessments this year on real estate had 
been increased more than $10,000,000, 
and yet this amount could be greatly 
increased under new regulations. 

The committee was of the opinion 
that there should be some right of | 
appeal from the sessments made by | 
the assessors. 

The committee then submitied two 
sets of resolutions which were adopted 
and as the resolutions will soon be- 
come charter Amendment to the city 
of Atlanta, and as they make the most 
Sweeping and radical changes made in 
Atlanta's tax laws in many years, they 
are both given in full. 

The first is as follows: 


For Better Assessments. 


“1. That the general assembly of 
Georgia, at its approaching session, be 
and they are hereby requested to 
amend the charter of the city of At- 
lanta wherever the words tax assess- 
ors and tax receivers appear and strike 
from the words, when so used, these 
words, ‘and receivers.’ 

“2. To further amend said charter

“3. Fyrthermore, by requiring the 
tax assessors to enter their assess- 
ments of real property on field books, 
or some appropriate method of record, 
which entries shall show the dimen- 
sions of the lot, the adjacent owners, 
whether vacant or improved, and the 
character of improvements, if im- 
proved, stating the street number of 
the house or, houses on such lots, if 
any, and, furthermore, making it the 
duty and requiring such tax assessors 


_to carefully investigate personally each

city and thereupon to fairly assess the 
personal property, subject to ‘taxation,

Adopted. 

An Amendment Adopted. 

Amendment by Councilman McClel- 
land: 

“Be it resolved, by the mayor and 
council of the city of Atilaygta, that the 
resolution introduced by the tax com- 
mittee be amended as follows, to-wit: 

‘That the general assembly is re- 
quested to amend the charter of the 
city of Atlanta, giving to the city of 
Atlanta the right at all hearings with 
reference to the hearing of all ap- 
peals of taxes, etc., or assessments of 
either real or personal property to have 
the power to compel the production of 
any books or papers that may be nec- 
essary for the full investigation of 
same, and that the city of Atlanta 
snall have the right by subpoena duces 
tecum or otherwise to force any tax- 
payer to produce all books, papers, in- 
surance policies, etc., for fhe purpose 
of determining the true value of the 
property under investigation.” 

For the Right of Appeal. 

The second resolution was as fol- 
lows: 

“1. That the general assembly, at its 
approaching session, be and they are 
hereby requested to amend the charter 
of the city of Atlanta as follows: 

“Il. The mayor and general council 
shall provide by ordinance a system of 
appeal by the citizens from assess- 
ments of property whereby any citizen 
Or taxpayer of the city of Atlanta who 
feels that any return’ made by any 
taxpayer is false, fraudulent and inac- 
curate or the assessments of any piece 
of real estate of such taxpayer is un- 
equal or the assessment of the per- 
sonal property of such taxpayer is un- 
fair or unequal may, in writing, make 
complaint to the chairman of the tax 
committee of the general council. 
When such complaint is filed with said 
chairman the same shall set forth the 
exact property claimed to be improper- 
ly assessed or incorrectly returned and 
shall furthermore state itwhat respect 
Such assessment or return is unfair, 
inadequate or otherwise improper. 
Upon receiving same, such chairman 
shall Ht once refer the claim to the 
city tax inspector, who shall investi- 
gate same fully and ascertain the 
truth surrounding such return or of 
the complaint set forth in the petition, 
comparing the facts set forth in the 
petition with those of the returns or 
assessments complained of and make 
return of his findings, together with 
the complaint, to the tax committee. 
Thereupon, such committee shall pro- 
ceed to consider the complaint and the 
results of the investigation aforesaid. 
and, if such return is, in the opinion of 
said committee, unfair or inadequate, 
or. incorrect in any respect, they shall 
correct same in accordaffce with their 
best Judgment and order the record of 
the assessment to be changed in ac- 
cordance with their finding. From this 
finding, either the taxpayer bringing 
such return in writing to the atten- 
tion of such chairman, or the taxpayer 
whose return is thus questioned, shall! 
have the right of appeal to the genera] 
council, who shall fix a time and place 
of hearing same, and, at such time and 
Place, after due notice to the appel- 
lant and appellee and to the city offi- 
cals whose act is in question and to 
such other persons as in their judg- 
ment should be notified. Following 
such hearing, the general council! shal} 
pass an order setting forth its findings 
upon such appeal and the order or 
judgment of the general council shal] 
be final and not further subject to 
appe@l, and such findings shall be en- 
tered upon the records of the tax 
office as the true and correct return 
of the property th question. 

“2. That a copy of these resolutions 
be forwarded by the clerk of cquncil 
to the senator from this district and 
to the representatives from this ecoun- 
ty in the next general assembly, with 
request that they urge the passage of 
same, and the city attorney shall in- 
corporate this proposed amendment in 
the draft of the charter amendments 
to be submitted to said general as- 
sembly,”

WORLD'S GREATEST TRAVELERS 
ARE THE RAILWAY MAIL CLERKS 


5.—(Special. )— 
A gigantic individual 18 #£miles 
in height, making seven trips 
a day to the moon, or cir- 
cling the earth 65 times every twenty- 
four hours—that, reduced to terms of 
one person, is the amazing expression 
of the world’s greatest travelers, the 
railway mail clerks. There are _ at 
present in this country something like 
17,000 of these traveling workers who, 
were they consolidated into one hu- 
man being, would produge the 18-mile 
tal} giant, and during a recent year 
the figures show that their travel 
equalled that of one man covering 629,- 
728,493 miles. As compared to this in- 
dividualizeg clerk, the feat of the hero 
of Jules Verne’s story in circling the 
earth in 80 days becomes a snail-like 
record, since the mai] clerk travel 
amounts to an equal distance every 
twenty-five minutes. Expressed in 
larger terms it is equal to seven an- 
nual trips to the sun, a considerable 
figure even for an 18-mile high giant. 
If there is any other class of work- 
ers, or even pleasure seekers, which 
can come anywhere near this record, 
figures have yet to be compiled con- 
cerning them. Apparently the rail- 
road mail clerks have a strongly es- 
tablished claim to their title of being 
the world’s greatest travélers. Of 
course, they pay nothing for this 
transportation, nor does Uncle Sam, 
their employer, alt*ough at two cents 
a mile their fare would foot up to the 
tidy sum of more than $12,000,000, 
while this free service which the rail- 
roads have. to render, expressed in 
terms of weight, is equal to the haul 
involved in moving 50,000,000 tons of 
freight one mile. Moreover, the clerks 
get free transportation while not on 
duty which the carriers estimate as 
costing them about three million dol- 
lars annually. The mail clerk’ thus 
can claim distinction on two points. 
that iss of doing the greatest amount 
of traveling and doing it for nothing. 

There is still a third point on which 
these little seen and less known work- 
ers can claim distinction. They are 
undoubtedly the greatest living ency- 
clopedias on earth. Where the aver- 
age Man cannot name in order twenty 
stations on the line over which he 
travels, it is nothing uncommon for 
the railway mail clerk to be thor- 
Oughly familiar with a Wst of 20,000 
or more stations, points of transfer, 
and the like. 

While his travel recorg alone is 
enough to lend interest to the work 
of the mail clerk, it 1s the acquire- 
ment ang application of his encyclo- 
pedic knowledge which makes him pe- 
culiarly interesting to the average per- 
son. What it means to be familiar 
with 20,000 stations and  postoffices 
may be better appreciated if one at- 
tempts to remember 250 telephone call 
nym bers, 

Of course, this great store of detailed 
knowledge is not acquired all at once, 
but is built up by degrees as the clerk 
sorts in the mail car running at 60 
miles an hour, mail for an increas- 
ingly large umber of states. The ap- 
plicant for the civil service examina- 
tion, which he must pass to become a 
railway mail clerk, begins by fami- 
liarizing himself from the manual 
with the stations of one state or even 
a part of a state. The examination is 
not written but an actual demonstra- 
tion of what the would-be clerk can 
do. He is supplied with a large nume- 
ber of cards, addressed to various 
points in the tarritory which he has 
studied, and these he must gort just 
as does the regular clerk in the course 
of his daily work. In this first ex-

amination the applicant to pass must 
achieve a mark of at least 95 per cent, 
while 98 per cent is the passing mark 
in the subsequent examinations which 
clerks are requiréd to take from time 
to time 

Having passed the first examination 
the clerk is generally given a short 
run in an apartment postoffice mall 
car at the minimum salary of $800 a 
year. These apartment cars are fitted 
up in exactly the same manner as the 
full railway postoffice cars, the only 
difference being that only a part of the 
car is devoted to postal business. 
Naturally the apartment car with its 
minimum wage is not desirable from 
the viewpoint of the clerk. In fact it 
seems to be generally unpopular. The 
railroads cite it as one of.the chief 
factors of their complaints to congress 
against the present system of mail 
pay under which they claim they are 
losing about $20,000,000 a year, since 
while the government pays for space 
in full railway mail cars, it allows 
nothing for similar space in apartment 
cars of which there are now some 3,800 
in use. 

From the apartment mail] car run 
the clerk advances as he acquires 
knowledge of additional territory. He 
may finally become the clerk in charge 
of a through mail train at the maxi- 
mum salary of $1,600. The whole coun- 
try is divided into nine divisions, al- 
though no clerk, of course, knows 
every station on a division. He may 
either work in a comparatively con- 
centrated area such as New England, 
which constitutes the first division, or 
he may master the geography of two 
widely separated districts, perhaps sev- 
eral eastern and several middie weast- 
ern states. Under such a plan he will 
be able to handle mail tn both direc- 
tions. Just what he may be able to 
accomplish is shown by the fact that 
at the February examination among 
the elerks working in the first divis- 
ion more than 100 men made perfect 
marks in the sorting of 800 or more 
cards. One clerk, for example, sorted 
4,431 cards in four hours and four min- 
utes, or at the rate of 18 a minute, 
while another man separated 2,939 
pieces into 215 different lots in one 
hour and seventeen minutes or at the 
rate of 34 a minute. Scores of similar 
marks were set in every case, the 
worker relying solely on the knowl- 
edge tucked away in his wonderfully 
retentive brain. 7 

Perhaps the most remarkable ex- 
position of the encyclopedic knowledge 
of the mail clerk is contained in the 
February figures for the examination 
of permanent mail clerks pn the ninth 
division, known among railroad men 
as the “shoe string” division because 
of the fact that it stretches very 
nearly as straight as a string be- 
tween New York and Chicago. - The 
total number of clerks examined was 
252 and the total number of pieces han- 
dled by them 256,803. Of this enor- 
mous mpumber there were just 17, of 
which were not known and 1,280 which 
were wrongly sorted, the clerks from 
memory alone correctly distributing 
254,506 pieces and making a correct 
percentage of 99,749 per cent. In four 
out of the seven cities covereq by the 
figures there was not a single piece 
classed as not known, a striking illus- 
tration of the effectiveness of the men- 
tal index of the human encyclopedia 
containing 20,000 or more separate 
names and locations. On the second 
division during a recent month 20 
clerks had perfect marks, 330 had 99 
per cent, or better, and 448 had 98 per 
cent or better. As students of g€0-

As for 
the average man it is doubtful if he 
could even name a thousang cities, let 
alone locating them exactly. 

The mail clerk has more to do than 
the memorizing of names and the like. 
Twice a week orders are issued show- 
ing every change which has been made. 
These, too, the clerk must know and 
as a result he constantly is required 
to clear his mind of old material and 
to instal] new in its place. But while 
this encyclopedic traveler is busy at 
ordinary times, he has a regular spasm 
of additional activity once every, four 
years when the weight of the mails 
is taken to qgetermine the basis of pay 
which the railroads shall receive dur- 
ing the ensuing four years, for then 
additional duties devolve upon him. 
Various suggestions have been made, 
however, with the view of doing away 
with this cumbersome system as a re- 
sult of its inherent faults. Just why 
a more up-to-date plan should not be 
adopted is something of a mystery 
and the carriers are urgent in their 
pleas for some new and more business- 
like arrangement, which will take into 
account the large annyal increase for 
the transportation of which they now 
receive nothing. 

The life of the human traveling en- 
cyclopedia—that is, the mail clerk— 
is not one of unending toil, however. In 
spite of his: not large salary, he has 
more time than the average man for 
rest and recreation. On the most im- 
portant runs the clerks work six days 
and then have six days off. Next in 
order come the runs on which the 
Clerks work during two weeks and 
then have a week off. It is only on 
the shortest and ‘least important runs 
that the clerks work every day or 
rather part of every day. On the other 
hand, however, if a clerk is incapaci- 
tated for work he must hire a substi- 
tute at his own expense and after 
thirty days’ absence he receives no sal- 
ary. A small allowance is made for 
his necessary expenses when away 
from home, of which, however, he 
makes goog use. In many of the larger 
cities there are brgnches of the Y. M. 
C. A. for railroad men where the ap- 
pointments and equipment are up to 
the standard of many clubs more 
generally known. Here at a minimum 
cost the mai] clerk may enjoy almost 
any form of recreation. The New York 
branch, for example, contains bowling 
alleys, a gymnasium, lounging rooms, 
sleeping apartments, restaurant and 
indeed all the appointmeats which are 
expected by club members. 

Of course the mail clerk is only hu- 
man with tastes very similar to those 
of the rest of the world so far as he 
can afforg them. But as a matter of 
public interest it is his recora as the 
world’s greatest traveler, together 
with his wonderful store of detailed 
knowledge, which. stand out most 
prominently. Piling up travel at the 
rate of a trip around the earth in 25 
minutes, carrying in his head perhaps 
20,000 names, and yet working prac- 
tically unseen and unknown—these are 
the points which go to make the rail- 
way clerk the uniquely 
character that he is. 


“The Lorimer Case.” 


(James H. Blount, in the June Number | 


of The North American Review.) 

It is neither practicable nor desira- 
ble to review all the 148 pages of the 
proceedings before the Burrows sub- 
committee in respect of whose findings 
the La Follette resolution is in the 
nature of a motion for new trial, but 
a careful reading thereof, together 
with the several contributions to the 
great debate in the senate thereon in 
January and February last, brings out 
in bold relief one or two salient fea- 
tures, intimate studies of which, if 
thrown on the view of the whole, may 
serve to point the truth. 

There was much evidence tending to 
show that more than seven members of 
the assembly were bribed, but the mi- 
nority report of Senator Frazier (Con- 
gressional Record, January 30, 1911, 
page 1713), the only member of the 
senate subcommittee who saw and 
heard the witnesses who were for un- 
seating Mr. Lorimer, held the evidence 
of corruption clear only as to seven, 
and it was on this issue that the great 
parliamentary battle was really fought. 

There were 202 votes cast, of which 
Mr. Lorimer received 108, among them 
the seven votes alleged to have been 
corruptly cast. Senator Bailey con- 
tended: 

“Deducting those 7 votes from Lori- 
mer’s 108 would leave him 101, and 
deducting those 7 votes from the total 
of 102, would. leave 195, of which the 
101 votes received by Lorimer yrould 
constitute a clear legal majority.

Because the Latter Displayed 
Prejudice Against Jews 


ma Officer Reported Ad- 
versely on the Application of 
Private Bloom to Be Exam- 
ined for Commission Because 
Latter Is Jew. 


Washington, June 5.—Colonel Jos- 
eph Garrard, U. 8S. A., commanding the 
cavalry post at Fort Myer, Va., to- 
day was reprimanded by the secretary 
of war, under orders from President 
Taft, for reporting adversely an ap- 
plication of a soldier for permission to 
take examinations for promotion to 
commissioned grade, on the ground of 
the soldier’s Jewish parentage. The 
president said it was hard to deal 
with the matter “with patience, and 
without condemnatory words that had 
better not be written.” 

Action Creates a Sensation. 

The president’s action has created a 
sensation throughout Washington. 

The young soldier involved in the 
controversy is Frank Bloom, a pri- 
vate in Battery F., of the Third Field 
Artillery, and is now on duty on the 
Mexican border. Several years ago 
Bloom was urged for appointment to 
West Point. President Roosevelt, not 
being in a position at the time to make 
the appointment, sug’gested to Bloom 
that he enlist and “like a true Am- 
erican” fight his way up from_ the 
ranks. The young man took the ad- 
vice, entered the army, where he is 
said to have made a good record and 
recently took his first examination 
for promotion. It is ‘said that Bloom 
failed in this examination, but in 
view of the prejudice brought about 
by Colonel Garrard’s indorsement. 
Bloom will be ordered up for fina] ex- 
amination again in September. 

On this point President Taft, in a 
letter to Simon Wolf, of this city, said: 

“I shall take steps to gee that the 
examination to which Private Bloom 
is gubjected is one in which he will 
be given a fair chance and not be 
exposed to any unjust prejudice.” 

What Colonel Garrard Said. 

Colonel] Garrard’s indorsement on 
Bloom’s papers, to which President 
Taft so strongly objected when 
brought to his attention, was as fol- 
lows: 

“The applicant is a son of Mr. Joseph 
A. Bloom, of Jewish persuasion, who 
is now and has been for a number 
of years, a tailor at this post. His 
association, as far as I know, and 
those of his family, have been with 
enlistead men and their families, and 
have been respectable. 

“The young man is undoubtedly hon- 
est and upright, ambitious and proba- 
bly deserving, but for the reasons 
stated I would not desire him in my 
command as an Officer and a social 
ang personal associate. The presence 
of the applicant’s family at a military 
post would be subversive of discipline 
and their prabable treatment a source 
of mortification to them and frequent 
cause of trouble to commanding of-

“The statements made by Colonel 
Garrard are not true with reference 
to the standing that Jews have in 
this coantry; and I resent, as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and the 
navy, that any officer of either should 
permit himself in an official document 
to give evidence of such unfounded 
and narrow race prejudice as that 
contained in this indorsement. 

“After you have an examination of 
the record please advise me of your 


action. 
‘Sincerely yours, W. H. TAFT”

SENATOR BAILEY TALKS 


He Says Negro Must Recognize 
Inferiority if Peace Is °* 
to Peni 


Washington, June 5.—Senator Joseph 
W. Bailey, of Texas, addressing a 
gathering of confederate veterans to- 
night, declared that if .the two races 
are to live in peace in this country It 
must be with the black race in con- 
stant recognition of its inferiority. 

Speaking of Jefferson Davis, in ob- 
servance of whose birthday the gath- 
ering was held, Senator Bailey said he 
was less responsible for the conflict 
between the states than any other man, 
and was the last man in all the south 
to abandon the hope of a reconcilia- 
tion. 

“The truth of history was with the 
confederate people.” said the senator. 
“The fathers would never have formed 
this union if they had not believed that 
it eould be dissolved for cause. If 
the southern people believed they 
could not remain in the union with 
honor and safety they had a right to 
secede.”’ 

There was applause when Senator 
Bailey presented an aged negro, James 
A. Jones,“who had served as Mr. Davis’ 
body servant. “He is the only man 
living,” said Senator Bailey, “who 
knows where the sea! of the confeder- 
ate states is, and he won't tell.’’

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GOVERNOR GILCHRIST’S MISTAKEN VETO. 


The story of the failure of Florida to abolish her convict-lease 


system at the recent session of the legislature, and some of- the 
reasons therefor, are elsewHere set forth by The Constitution’s 
Tallahassee correspondent. 

The deciding reason was—Governor Gilchrist. The Angle bill 
abolished the lease system when it expired in December, 1913, and 
placed the convicts upon the roads ofthe state. It was hotly de- 
bated, but passed house and se ite by votes so decisive as appar- 
ently to leave no doubt regarding the affirmative sentiment of the 
State. | 

The fact that the governor’s veto was sustained by the narrow 
margin of one vote gives hope that at the next session the bill will 
become a law. As the legislature next meets in the spring of 1913, 
before the lease expires, the veto of the governor may be dismissed 
as a temporary obstacle. 

But the reputed motive upon which the governor acted was, 
we are convinced, a mistaken one from the economic as well as the 
humanitarian viewpoints. Money—that was his main explanation. 
The abolition of the lease system would deprive the state of revenue, 
he said. The necessity of feeding and clothing and housing the 


convicts, under state supervision, would lay an unbearable financial 


burden upon Florida. Let us defer the evil day, was his argument, 
and not give in to humanitarianism run riot. 


The governor was never more sadly in error. 
slavery! Flesh and blood against money! 

Expediency against the great moral wrong involved in farming 
out human beings. Governor Gilchrist says he studies twentieth 
century criminology and humanitarianism. He has been a stellar 
figure at several conventions of this nature But he belied every 
principle of modern penology and humanitarianism—the science of 
reclaiming men—when he vetoed the Angle bill. Constructively, 
he indorsed medievalism, the ball and chain and the rack, as against 
the light and intelligence of the twentieth century. 
side of humanitarianism. 

The economic argument is equally powerful, He has. only to 
look to Georgia, his next-door neighbor. Georgia’s smashing of 
the lease system and converting of her convicts into road-builders 
has not bankrupted the state. It has wrought a “revolution.” But 
it is a creative revolution, the keynote of which is “good roads!’ 
from border to border, and with it such enhancemerft of farm and 
property values and such an impulse to development as is new in 
Georgia history. 

We are willing to believe that the governor acted sincerely. 
But he acted mistakenly, we are certain. We hope, and believe, 
too, that the next I-gislative session will see Florida turn from 
trafficking in human flesh and align herself with the attitude of the 
twentieth century. 

The state is too rich, too powerful, too resourceful, has too big 
a destiny—to forfeit to mistaken “expediency” the impulse to de- 
velopment that will come with employing her convicts upon her 
roads, in candor and in neighborly interest be it said—roads that 
now impede progress to a greater degree than those of any other 
southern state.

MEXICAN POLITICAL POKER. 


Bernardo Reyes has returned to Mexico. Thereby hangs a tale 
and political complications that may make history punctuated by 
gun-shots in the country to the south of us. In the presidential 
election to be held October 15th, Reyes will probably oppose Madero. 
And whichever man wins, there is a likelyhood of civil war, unless 
both develop qualities ‘of self-obliteration yet unrevealed. 

Reyes was formerly ranking general in the Mexican army, a 
brilliant strategist, and the darling of the rank and file. For these 
reasons, Diaz “induced” him to leave Mexico for Paris, where he 
enjoyed a liberal pension, as long as he did not turn covetous eyes 
toward his native land. 

Now Reyes has come back. And the question arises: Is he, or 
Madero, strongest with the army and the people?’ Upon the ariswer 
hinges the fate of Mexico, for a little while, at least. Madero does 
not wholly deserve credit ‘for overthrowing Diaz and. launching self- 
government. Yet since credit for the achievement must focus around 
some single personality, he has the good fortune to be that person- 
ality. If Reyes, who is said to be resourceful and magnetic, retains 
his one-time strength with the army and the people, and if he is 
minded to oppose Madero’s ambitions, a clash is inevitable. 

It is a very pretty little game of political poker, with a nation 
the jack-pot, and considerable doubt in the minds of the judicious 
regarding who owns the strongest hand and the steadiest nerve.

This legislature has passed a bill, 
although it failed at passage at one 
time, but was reconsidered, appro- 
priating money for the purpose of 
erecting the necessary buildings to 
take care of the invalid classes and 
female prisoners, and as rapidly as it 
can be done, they will be provided for. 
At present, the contractors themselves 
own what they call the State Prison 
Farm, which has hospital buildings, 
and where those who are unable to 
work are kept and taken good care of. 
There is some sentiment that all white 
prisoners be eliminated ffom the lease 
and placed upon the prison farm, even 
if the able-bodied colored prisoners 
should be continued in the lease, or 
placed upon the public roads. This. 
will likely be done prior to the meet- 
ing of the next Jegislature, as this 
is and has been the decided view of the 
commissioner of agriculture, Hon, B 
E. McLin, who, in this state, under 
the constitution and laws of Florida, 
has immediate control and supervision 
over state prisons and prisoners. The 
governor and the other members of 
his cabinet seem to adhere to this 
same view in regard to the abolition 
of the convict lease system in this 
state at this time. 

When Movement Began. 

The prison reform movement in 
Florida began in- 1899, in the leg- 
islature of that year, and continued

State convicts and convict camps 
who had been appointed after a law 
had been passed providing for such, 
were reduced to a minimum, the re- 
port of the committee shows.

Bearing in mind that we ar 
dealing with a class of people wao 
have been convicted of crimes under 
the laws of the state and are «1% 
ing the penalty of the law, and real- 
izing that the number or cua, 
constantly increasing, the question a 
to how our convicts should be em- 
ployed to obtain the best results for 
the good of the convict and the least 
burden to the taxpayer is one which 
concerns your most careful consid- 
eration. You should not lose sight of 
the fact that whatever of good there 
is in the convict should be encouraged, 
That as far as possible reform may 
accompany punishment. That the con- 
vict should be employed for his own 
good is morally certain, and does not 
admit of certain contradiction.” 

The commission also asked to be 
given power to establish two more 
prison, farms than the One already es- 
tablished at Ocala. One of these new 
farms has been instituted during the 
present administration. Governor Gil- 
christ last year attended the conven- 
tion in Washington, D. C., of the In- 
ternational Prison Reform Association, 
with the direct motive of studying 
the newer methods of handling con- 
victs in the better and more enlight- 
ened ways. It has been his intention 
to put into effect many of these re- 
forms among the convict camps of this 
state, and already he has done mueh 
in this direction. 

The situation, however, now will 
continue to improve, and before the 
meeting of the next session of the 
Florida legislature, some definite 
scheme may be devised by some forth- 
coming legislator in a bill to make 
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again in 1901. The progress toward 
the reformation has been steady and 


of the Prison Association of Georgia, 
addresséa the Atlanta Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association at St. John’s M. 
E. Church Monday afternoon on 
“Questions of Crime and Punishment 
in Georgia.” 

“The Prison Association of Georgia,”’ 
he said, “‘stands, first of all, for.greater 
discrimination and more intelligerfce in 
the administration of the penal system. 
It stands for strictness without sever- 
ity, law enforcement without cruelly 
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degrading and permanently antago- 


nizing the offender. It stands for pre- 
vention rather than cure, and cre: 
rather than schooling in crime. 

“Georgia has not yet developed a: 
system for dealing in a corrective way | 
with its offend@rs against the law. If; 
it strictly enforces the law it~-casts 
nearly all offenders into one hopper, 
Which would turn them all out the 
same brand of hardened criminals an- 
tagonistic to the state.” 

He characterized the county (jails, 
city workhouses and state prison 
camps in Georgia as, in most instances, 
schools to turn out graduates in crime. 
The young individual when accused for 
the first time, if he has not money and 
able friends, is cast in jail to mingle 
freely with criminals of the worst 
character. 

The speaker showed that the same 
conditions exist in city workhouses and 
state prison camps, practically the only

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segregation being that of the sexes Ww 


and races. 

Mr. McCord advocated the perfection 
of the juvenile court system with de- 
tention homes in place of jails for 
youthful offenders in the larger towns 
and cities of the state; the establish- 
ment of modern state reformatories 
thoroughly equipped on the cottage 
plan for handling the cases of boys 
and girls until these are 21 years of 
age by employing the placing-out and 
parole methods extensively in connec- 
tion with the institutions; state inspec- 
tion and report to the next general as- 
semDly on conditions in each county 
jail of the state, wit ha view to secur- 
ing more adequate arrangements in 
jails for properly segregating the ac- 
cused of different ages and morals; 
provision for suspensions of sentence 
and probationary oversight in the cases 
of certain first offenders regardless of 
age; higher rate of compensation for 
guards and men in charge of the pris- 
oner, to the énd that better men may 
assume the responsibility of bringing 
ne reform in those who have gone 
wrong.

A bonus is given 
to the grower by the commonwealth 
goverrnment to the extent of 10 per 
cent on the invoice value. The Queens- 
land department of agriculture is mak- 
ing strong efforts to induce farmers to 
plant larger areas, particularly in the 
drier areas, where grain crops are un- 
certain. 

“The only cotton mills in Australia 
are siuated at Ipswich, Queensland. 
They were constructed some fourteen 
years ago, but little work was done 
unutil 1906, when 57,120 pounds of raw 
cotton were put through. This was in- 
creased to 85,000 pounds in 1908. The 
mills were then purchased by a Sy4- 
ney firm, which made some  much- 
needed improvements, and who have 
kept them working ever since,”

With the fire r@cord for 1911 al- 
ready way ahead of the same time last 
year, the activities of the chief, the 
bullding inspector and the fire inspect- 
ors have been called into play to see 
that the provisions of the fire escape 
ordinance are enforced. 

According to Fire Inspector H. W. 
Oattis, there have been issued over 
200 permits to owners of buildings for 
the erection of fire escapes, practically 
all of these being in the heart of town, 
and others will be issued as soon as 
the work can be done.

An appeal to the coun- 
cil in regard to enlarging the ordi- 
nance to exclude three-story buildings 
was lost, and all structures over this 
height are required to be properly 
equipped. . 

The fire record for this year will 
probably exceed all expectations. Ac- 
cording to figures compiled in the 
chief's office, there have been 6519 
alarms through Sunday night, or as 
many as were turned in up to Septem- 
ber 1 of last year. 

Increased territory, aging roofs, the 
building boom, and more population, 
meaning more carelessness, are as- 
signed as the causes. The record will 
be equally remarkable in the average 
loss, for the damage has been well 
kept down. The Viaduct Place fire, es- 
timated loss $15,000, is the largest so 
far. No deaths have been reported, 
and there has been a minimum’ of ac- 
cidents.

McCumber Denounces State- 
ment by Newspaper Man as 
‘Absolute Falsehood’’--Ridder 
Tells How Publishers Are 
Squeezed by Print Paper Trust 


Washington, June 5.—Public hear- 
ings on the Canadian reciprocity bill 
were concluded by the senate finance 
committee today, representatives of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 


‘sociation and of the Associated Press 


being the last to appear before the 
committee. Wednesday the committee 
will take up the bill in executive ses- 
sion to discuss committee action. 

Both Herman Ridder, until recently 
president of the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, and Melville E. 
Stone, general manager of the Asso- 
ciated Press, testified today in answer 
to queries that in their opinion no ef- 
fort had been made by the newspapers 
of the country to present only one side 
of the reciprocity argument, to color 
their reports on the question, to sup- 
press facts which were of news value. 
Bruce Haldeman, president of the Pub- 
lishers’ Association, and Frank B. 
Noyes, president of the Associated 
Press, also appeared. 

The chief interest the newspapers of 
the country have in the matter, Mr. 
Ridder told the committee, is their de- 
sire to free themselves from the paper 
manufacturers’ trust, which now, he 
added, has the publishers at its mercy. 
The readers of the country would ben- 
efit by cheaper paper, as well as the 
publishers, he declared, because the 
money saved on paper could be used to 
furnish a larger and better news serv- 
ice, 

McCumber Insults Ridder, 

Mr. Ridder had not proceeded far 
when Senator McCumber, of North 
Dakota, startled the committee by 
challenging one of his statements as 
an “absolute falsehood.”’ 

Senator McCumber’s action brought 
&@ quick protest from Senators Stone 
and Bailey, who declared that wit- 
nesses should not be insulted. 

Mr. Ridder had made the statement 
that the newspapers of the country and 
the publishers’ association had not at- 
temped to suppress facts or to coler 
stories sent from Washington on the 
subject of reciprocity, when Senator 
McCumber interrupted with his charge 
of falsehood. 

Several senators insisted that Mr. 
McCumber’s remarks should be stricken 
from the record. 

Senator McCumber agreed to have his 
remark changed so as to make it read 
that what. Mr. Ridder. said was “un- 
founded.” . 

Why Ridder Favors Agreement. 

Mr. Ridder, in reply to questions 
from members of the committee. de- 
clared that he, as president of the pub- 
lishers’ association, had sent out word 
to the members of the association tell- 
ing them the reciprocity agreement was 
of Vital importance. 

“But I would not have favored the 
agreement,” added Mr.” Ridder, “if I 
had not thought it would be of good to 
the whole country, independent of my 
interest in it as a newspaper publisher.” 

Mr. Ridder declared that, while he 
was in favor of reciprocity as a whole, 
his reason, as a newspaper man, for 
urging its passage was/so that he 
might get out of the clutches of the 
“paper trust.” 

“Would you be satisfied,” asked Sen- 
ator Heyburn, “if the ‘paper trust’ were 
punished in some other way than by 
the passage of the reciprocity agree- 
ment?’ 

No Trust Magnates in Jail, 

“I want help during my lifetime,” 
said Mr. Ridder. “I have not yet seen 
any trust magnate go to jail. I favor 
the measure so that I may buy paper in 
the open market. I don’t intend, if I 
can help it, to let the ‘paper trust’ dic- 
tate to me what I must pay for paper.” 
Senator Stone asked Mr. Ridder if the 
so-called “paper trust” did not limit 
the amount of paper manufactured, fix 
the price and tell the publisher from 
what manufacturing concern he must 
buy his paper. 

Mr. Ridder replied in the affirmative, 
and said that it could be proved that 
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the price of paper was fixed by the 
“trust.” 

“The reading public would benefit,” 
said Mr. Ridder, “if the measure is 
passed, because the publishers could 
afford to give a better paper.” 

When Mr. Ridder attacked the paper 
“trust” which he said lmited the out- 
put, fixed the price and told a publish- 
er where he must buy his paper, both 
Senators McCumber and Bailey, op- 
ponents of the bill, declared if there

“To the women of the Confederacy, 
the living and the dead, who, ‘midst 
the gloom of war, were heroines in 
the strife. 

“To perpetuate their noble sacri- 
fices on the altar of our common coun- 
try, @et sweet incense arise till it 
reaches .them in robes of victory be- 
yond thé skies.”

That sort of 
dime novel stuff even the most weak 
minded woman has outgrown. She 
Wants to read what is happening. She 
wants to reaq things that are inspir- 
ing.

~ A Central Market. (i 

“A Central Market’ is one of the 
needs of Atlanta housekeepers, wrote 
another woman, and I think a woman's 
department could not do better than 
‘keep that matter agitated until we get 
one, “The servant problem, the cost 
of high living, and many other prob- 
lems of the housekeeper oould be 
worked out if she had one central 
place where she could go and get good, 
well-screened, fresh food. Instead of 
that, she has to go to every part of 
town to locate the foodstuffs she may 
want for one goog dinner. It is fre- 
quently said woman can get anything 
they go after. Now I do not believe 
that Atlanta women, if they made up 
their minds to go after a central mar- 
ket, would fail of its accomplishment.

Good Health Crusade. 
“Nothing should more interest the 
woman of the moment in Atlanta than 
the present crusade for better health 
which can come only through better 
sanitation,” writes another.

Nice, June 5.—It appears more and 
more probable ‘tonight «that Lieut 
Bague, ‘the French aviator, has met 
the, fate of Cecil Grace, the English- 
man who was lost tn the north sea 
while attempting a filght from Calais 
to Dover last December. 

Lieut. Bague, who holds the over-sea 

filght record, left Nice in his aeroplane 
this morning for a trip to Corsica. 
The distance between the two points is 
a little more than a hundred-miles and 
when nothing was heard from the dar- 
ing aviator, torpedo boat destroyers 
were sent to seek him.. 
The destroyer Arbalete returned 
here this evening from Corsica and 
reported that it could find no trace of 
Bague. Other naval vessels are con- 
tinuing the search but it is feared that 
it will prove fruitless. 3 

On March 10th last, Lieut. Bague 
made a sensational and daring flight 
over the Mediterranean from Antibes 
to the little*island of Gorgona, off the 
Italian coast.

Religion took possession of Jackson, 
not suddenly, but with a gradual, fierce 
encroachment that in the end grasped 
every fiber of his being. Like a very 
Similar nature in a different sphere, 
John Donne, he examined all creeds 
first..notably the Catholic, but finally 
settled in an austere and sturdy Cal- 
vinism. Not that his religion was 
gloomy or bitterly ascetic; for it had 
great depths of love in it, and sunny 
possibilities of joy. But it was all- 
absorbing and he fought the fight of 
God with the same fury that he gave 
to the battles of this world. There 
must be no weakness, no trifling, no 
inconsistency. “He weighed his light- 
est utterance in the balance of the 
Sanctuary,” writes one who knew him 
well. Christians are enjoined to pray. 
Therefore Jackson prayed always, even 
in association with the lightest act. 
“I- never raise a glass of water to my 
lips without lifting my~-heart to God 
in thanks and prayer for the water of 
life.’ They must remember the Sab- 
bath day to kKeép it holy. Therefore 
Jackson not only refrained from writ- 
ing letters on Sunday; he even timed 
the sending of his own letters so that 
they should not encumber the mails 
on Sunday. It was the same with a 
scrupulous regard for truth. ‘Every 
statement, even indifferent, must be 
exact; or, if imexact, corrected. And 
Jackson walked a mile in the rain to 
set right an error of inadvertence.

He contends 
that he was for a number of years a 
member of the New York club, of the 
National League, and that at the termi- 
nation of the last season for which he 
was under contract with that club he 
engaged in the theatrical business, at 
which he met with such finang¢ial suc- 
cess that he concluded to retire from 
baseball. He contends that his decis- 
ion was accepted by the officials of the 
New York club with expressions of re- 
gret and without any ill feeling be- 
tween the club and player. He declares 
that during his retirement he has not 
plaved with any clubs harboring inelig- 
players or violated any rule of

his application for reinstatement with 


a promise to report to the New York 
club immediately upon being restore¢ 
to wood standing. abs: 

As the records of the commission 
substantiate the claim of the player 
that he has not violated any of the 
rules of organized baseball during his 
lay-off. his application for reinstate- 
ment is hereby granted without the in- 
fliction of a fine, the same to be _ef- 
fective on his reporting to the New 
York National League club for duty.—

Spring. 

With a suriacte acea of eighteen 
acres, Mammoth Springs, Ark., can 
justly claim to be the largest spring in 
the world. Its source is from a po\t- 
erful subterranean river and it has 
been sounded to a depth of 96 feet, 
using an anvil for a plummet, at which 
depth the stream was so strong -it 
the weight aside. The fiow is 
very regular and averages half a mil- 
daily. This wonderful 
spring has been harnessed to give 
2,600 horse power and 20,000 additional 
srse power wil soon be developed. 
As early as 1854 this spring was 
raised with a four-foot dam to turn 
the wheels of a tiny grist mill. In 1898 
a new dam was built and enough 
power obtained to light the towns of 
Mammoth Springs, Ark., and Thayer, 
Mo., across the line.. The new dam, 
just completed, is 610 feet in length 
and 24 feet high. The towns of Mam- 
moth Spring, Thayer, Koshkonong, 
Brandsville, Fruitville and West Plains 
will soon be lighted by power devel- 
oped from the spring. It is expected 
that the water from this source will 
ultimately light most of the towns for 
fifty miles around.

When He Makes Entry Into 
the City of Mexico 


The Authorities Have Decided 
That Presence of So Many 
Armed Men” Might Cause 
Trouble--Great Reception Is 


Being Prepared for Madero. | 


Mexico City, June 5,.—When Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, Jr., enters the capital 
on Wednesday, thousands will greet 
him at the station and soldiers of the 
army, which he whipped, will line the 
streets. In his honor military bands 
will play and the police, whose duty 
it once was to arrest those who cried 
“Viva Madero,” will join in the greet- 
ing. 

Officially Madero is a private citizen 
and therefore the guns of the garri- 
son will give him no salute, and legal- 
ly the Mexican national hymn may 
not be played, but all that may be done 
under the law will be done by official 
Mexico, as well as by the populace, 
ta. make him welcome. 

Rebel Troops. 

But there will be one note of dis- 
appointment for thousands of men who 
have borne the hardships of war. The 
revolutionists in» Cuernavaca are to 
have no part in the celebration. This 
was decided today, but neither they 


nor their representatives in the capi-. 


tal have cease&in their efforts to have 
the edict withdrawn. 

Fearing that the presence of so 
many armed men, not accustomed to 
the discipline of the regular army, 
might result. in trouble, government 
officers deemed it wise to revise their 
plea for participation in the festivi- 
ties. 

Madero’s train will be met a short 
distance out of the city by another, 
on which will be committees repre- 
senting various political clubs. They 
will escort him and those with him to 
the capital. It is planned that Madero 
will go directly to his home and from 
a baleony address the crowd. 

Throughout the city troops will be 
Placed, partly in honor of Madero and 
partly to preserve order, 
celebration be threatened with trouble 
by an over-enthusiasm that might find 
expression in breaking windows.

ed plains in the heart of Mexico, the 
special train bearing Francisco I Ma- 
dero, Jr., and party, arrived here at 
7:30 o’clock tonight. Two hours later 
it was speeding onward toward Mexico 
City, to be reached Wednesday. 

A sombrero covered mass of people, 
at least 25,000 In all, patiently stood 
at the station here, and as the loco- 
motive, resplendent. in green, white and 
red, poked its nose over the hilltop, 
a prolonged shout of ‘‘Viva Madero’ 
broke the stillness of the scene. The 
crowd danced for joy when Senor Ma- 
dero appeared, and the evening 
shadows danced with tnem.

Heated Discussion Takes Place 
at Baptist Ministers’ Meeting 


Exchange of Personalities the 
Result. of Invitation to Dr. 
Clifford to Address the Min- 
isters---Newspaper Men Ex- 
cluded from Future Meetings. 


A discussion in which one preacher 
commanded another to’ “shut up,” in 
turn becoming informed that the other 
‘was a born gentleman and wasn't 
raised in any such regime as the Tex- 
ans, generated at a meeting of Bap- 
tist ministers, held at the First Bap- 
tist church. Rev. C. Nj, Donaldson, 
pastor of the Inman Park Baptist 
church, and Rev. Charles W. Daniel, 
pastor of the First Baptist church, of 


Atlanta, were the participant's in the | 


colloquy. 

The affair arose over a discussion 
in. regard to excluding newspaper re- 
porters from the weekly meetings of 
the Baptist ministers, and a proposed 
invitation to Dr. John Clifford, of Eng- 
land, president of the World's Baptist 
Alliance, which, according to Dr. Don- 
aldson, failed to materialize. 

The heated discussion arose when 
Dr. Daniels cast reflections on the al- 
leged expulsion of Dr. Donaldson from 
speaking publicly at these meetings. 
Dr. Donaldson arose and said: 

Is Told to Shut Up. 

“I protest against personal matters 
being drawn into this discussion.” 

“You shut up,’’ Dr. Daniels is report- 
ed to have commanded. 

“I'll do nothing of the sort,” retort- 
ed Dr. Donaldson, “and I defy you to 
shut me up.” 

Then the two ministers arose. They 
faced each other, and Dr. Donaldson 
said: . 

“You have no right to 
personal flings at me. I am a man, 
sir, and a Born gentleman, and wasn't 
raised under any such a regime as 
Texas.” 

His inference was that Dr. Daniels 
was from Texas, ve 

However, the affair ended by each 
minister stating his regret for having 
emitted heated invectives. 

In regard to the proposed invitation 
to Dr. Clifford, Dr. Donaldson said yes- 
terday: 

“We cannot too scrupulously guard 


and any man, matter not now promi- 


nent he be, who questions the miracles 
!of the book. or the mystical element 


in Christian religion, is not worthy 
of the name Baptist. Therefore, I am 
not in favor of the invitation to Dr.

In regard to the exclusion of re- 
porters her+after in the weekly meet- 
ings of the Baptist ministers, Dr. Don- 
aldson said:

If we cannot discuss 
matters at the meetings that we 
should not want the public to know, I 
think we should adjourn. I did not 
indorse the movement, and plainly

But the resolutions to exclude news- 
paper reporters were adopted, and 
henceforth newspaper men will have 
to receive their information from a 
committee of three, especially selected 
to tender the news of meetings they 
deem fit to have published. 


“A Joyous Mystic.” 
(Louise Collier Willcox, in The June 
North American Review.) 

Traherne stands, perhaps, not quite 
so high as Herbert, Vaughan, and 
Crashaw as a singer; as a metaphy- 
sician and a mystic he ranks higher; is 
more profoundly interesting, vital, and 
rewarding. 

“Centuries of Meditations” is finer 
as prose than the poems are as poetry.

He promises to 
try to fill it with those truths which 
the lady loves ‘“‘but knows not;” and 
the mystic nofe is struck when he 
adds in the second meditatiqn: “For 
though it be a maxim of schools that
